During th e early month s of win­ 
ter Portland and all th e cities and towns with in 
reach of th e fish ing grounds look forward to th e 
feast. 
In th e old day s wh en Portland was th e 
only market fish ermen scrambled for th e first 
of th e run. 
A wild race of th e deep-laden boats 
tip th e Columbia followed, and th e first boatload 
to reach th e market sold, smelt for silver, weigh t 
for weigh t. 
But since railroads and refrigerator 
cars h ave put smelt fish ing on th e basis of a 
practical industry , th e first run of th e oulach an 
does not bring more th an 20 cents th e pound in 
th e north western retail markets, th ough th e very 
first to arrive are eagerly sough t at prices some­ 
wh at h igh er. 
Known commercially as th e Columbia river 
« melt, th e king of pan fish h as several names. 
Ich th y ologists classify it as th leich th y s pacificua, 
of th e smelt family .

neer fish ermen called it th e Eskimo candle fish .

Th en th e fish ­ 
ermen gath er by h undreds In th eir boats along 
th e fish ing grounds and feel along th e bottom 
w'ith th e pole ends of th eir dip nets. 
Wh en th e 
pole strikes th e small, wriggling bodies swim­ 
ming along th e river bottom in solid ph alanx , 
it is simply dip and fill, empty th e net into th e 
boat, dip and fill again, until th e boat can h old 
no more. 
Th ere is not much sport about It. 
It 
is just about as ex citing as clam digging and 
req uires no more skill. 
Quantity caugh t, and 
q uickness in dipping one's boat full to th e gun­ 
wales of flapping little fish are th e sinelt fish er­ 
man's ideals of sport. 
And during th e runs fish ­ 
ermen, fish eaters and even th e eternally gob­ 
bling seagulls alike become sated. 
Wh en th e 
gulls art1 at all h ungry th e fish ermen amuse 
th emselves by tossing up smelt for th e gulls to 
. catch In th e air. A seagull on th e wing will grab 
a fish by th e middle or tail, toss and reverse it 
in air, and'gulp it down h ead first in th e wink 
of an ey e. 
Most of th e fish ing is done at nigh t. Day ligh t 
seems to scatter th e fish , but even in day time 
during th e h eigh t of th e season th e fish ermen 
keep at th eir work with good results. 
As a rule, 
th ere are two men to each boat and th e craft 
are filled in an incredibly sh ort time. 
One nigh t 
last season two Kelso men filled a pow’er launch 
to its capacity of 2,250 pounds in 45 minutes, or 
at th e mte oi 50 pounds a minute, and catch es 
of 10,000 pounds In one day and nigh t w’ere fre­ 
q uent 
Wh ijk th e Cowlitz river Is th e only corfstant 
spawning ground, th e oulaq h nn h as been known 
to run sup th e Lewis and th e Sandy . At th e time 
of th e run up th e Lewis, 14 y ears ago, th ere was 
only a small run of male fish in th e Cowlitz, and 
th e fish ermen made th eir season’s catch in th e 
Lewis. 
About once in eigh t y ears th ere is a run 
up th e Sandy ', apparently Independent of th e 
Cowlitz run. as th e number in th at river Is not 
lessened. 
At th e time of th e last run in th e 
Sandy a party of Portland men went out with dip 
nets. 
One man lost h is dip net but found an 
old, rusty , discarded bird cage. 
He tied it to 
th e ( nd of a pole and scored an eq ual catch with 
th e oth ers. 
During th e same run farmers drove 
th eir wagons into th e stream, dipped th em full 
of fish and h auled load after load to th eir or­ 
ch ards to use as fertilizer. 
Pork sold In th e 
Portland market some month s later h ad a dis­ 
tinctly fish y flavor and revealed th e fact th at 
some of th e th rifty agriculturists h ad fed smelt 
to th eir h ogs. 
Last season th e Cowlitz river was th e spawn­ 
ing ground of th e greatest run of smelt evep 
known by fish ermen wh o h ave been in th e busi­ 
ness over twenty y ears. 
At th e season's close 
th e river bad y ielded oy e r 10,000,000 pounds, or

th e Indian was ready to fold h is blan­ 
ket around h im and lie down to th e 
long sleep, th e Great Spirit saw and 
sent food. 
From th e north it came, 
from under th e frozen water. 
Swim­ 
ming togeth er. 
A long rope—b ig - 
many suns long. Many little fish swim­ 
ming at th e bottom of th e big "wa­ 
ter—"th e Pacific—“along th e bottom 
of th e big river”—th e Columbia. “Th ey 
came h ere to th e mouth of th e little 
river”—h e 
pointed 
to

Cowlitz 
flowing past us in th e darkness to th e 
Columbia—“and h ere th ey came to th e 
top of th e water.

5.000 tons of oulach an, and as th e fish average 
about eigh t to th e pound 8 0.000,000 of th em went 
th e way of th e market and th e fry ing pan. 
Th e fish ing grounds of th e Cowlitz are prac­ 
tically th e only ones wh ere th e oulach an can h o 
caugh t in pay ing q uantities. 
On th e Columbia 
some few' are caugh t by gill netters. 
But th e 
river Is deep and for th e most part th e fish swim 
bey ond th e reach of th e widest net. 
Even wh en 
caugh t th ey h ave to be picked one by one out 
of th e mesh es, so putting th e gill net ter out of 
competition with th e Cowlitz man and h is greedy , 
long-h andled dipper. 
Th e grounds ex tend but 
eigh t or ten miles in th e Cowditz. 
Before Kelso 
was on th e map th e best location is said to h ave 
been directly opposite wh ere th e North ern Pa­ 
cific depot now' stands, but th e growth of th e 
town h as driven th e fish farth er up and th e best 
catch es are now made two miles above th is point. 
Between th e small floating docks of th e towrn 
and th e fish ing grounds boats ply day and nigh t 
during th e runs, going upstream empty and re­ 
turning laden with fish . 
Over 500 boats are em­ 
ploy ed in th e industry , about 7 5 of th em pow'er j 
boats. 
It seems strange th at th e oulach an, so far 
superior to th e eastern sinelt, h as never reach ed 
th e eastern markets. 
Th e fish are packed in 
50-pound box es for sh ipment and th e earlier 
catch es sell in th e wh olesale market at from 
$2.50 to $5.00 th e box ; but in th e h eigh t of th e j 
season th e ordinary fish erman gets only about j 
$50 for 200 box es—10,000 pounds. 
On th e river 
are several men wh o buy at th ese prices from i 
oth er fish ermen, maintain boats of th eir own ; 
and sh ip direct to retail markets. 
Portland h as 
wh olesale buy ers on th e ground, and probably I 
th e greater part of th e retail trade is supplied 
th rough th em. At Kelso smelt h ave been sh ipped 
as far east as Wisconsin. 
Th e fish ermen say 
th at with cold storage facilities th e output could 
be greatly increased. 
Canning In th e form of 
sardines h as never been tried, th ough In th e 
opinion of ex perts th e fish so treated would dis­ 
count th e imported sardine. 
Th e market is usu­ 
ally demoralized early in th e five month s’ sea­ 
son by sch oolboy s, wh o go out, load up a few 
boats with fish and become an easy mark for 
buy ers. 
Often, too, Greeks and Italians come up 
th e river iu boats, stay a day or twrn and sell 
th eir fish for wh atever th ey can get, and th e men 
regularly engaged in th e trade want to make 
It 
a licensed one, on th is account. 
Th e growing output of th e oulach an would 
Foem, on th e face of it, to demand n Gifford Pin* 
ch ot on th e fish commission. 
But th e supply 
increases y ear after y ear with Jth o demand and 
apparently knows no limit. 
Last 
y ear’s 
run 
broke all records and th e Cowlitz smelt fish er 
is looking forward in h appy confidence to th e 
coming winter, wh en th e deeps and sh allows of 
th e streams will again be filled with oulach an. 


to th e fruit, settling principally In th e 
caly x and stein cavities. 
Most varie- 
! ties of fruit trees and plants infested 
from th e nursery , in th e absence of 
i treatment, perh aps never reach fruit­ 
ing condition. 
Peach trees will usu­

The Assassination on H ighw ay Thurs 


day Night of W ealthy Muncie Bank­ 


er H a s Created Intense Excitement 


in That Com m unity and the Mystery 


of the Affair H as Baffled All A t­ 


tempts at Solution. 


Muncie, Ind., Sept. 24.—There is in­ 
tense excitem ent here ov er the assas­ 
sination Thursday night of Banker 
Norman Black, and the police are still 
without a definite clue 011 which to 
work, 
Mr. Black got his horse and b uggy 
at a liv ery stab le, and an hour later 
the horse returned with Black sitting 
upright in the b uggy, cov ered with the 
laprob e and the lines wrapped around 
the whipstock. Black was unconscious 
and b lood was oozing out of an ugly 
b ullet -wound in his head. 
He died two 
hours later at the hospital. 
Exam ina­ 
tion showed that the assassin had 
carefully propped the dying man up in 
the b uggy ana prob ab ly turned the 
horse’s head toward the liv ery b arn 
w here it was kept. 
Black could not hav e driv en more 
than two miles b efore he receiv ed his 
death wound, for the horse returned to 
the stab le in a walk, and persons who 
saw it at different places say it was 
walking leisurely and they supposed 
the occupant was simply driv ing slow- 
ly. 
The autopsy rev eals that a single 
b ullet had taken effect, that hav ing 
penetrated the b rain, and the assassin 
ev idently carried out with precision 
his attem pt at concealm ent of the 
crime, as was shown b y the care with 
which he placed the dying man in a 
position resemb ling as nearly as possi­ 
b le that of a liv e man driv ing, ev en to 
the tucking of the rob e ab out him. 
Black’s light gray felt hat, with a b ul­ 
let hole through It, was found on the 
road b eside him. 
That the murdered 
man had no intim ation of danger is in­ 
dicated b y the fact that a little while 
b efore leav ing on his fatal mission, 
Black told a close friend that he would 
attend the annual celeb ration of the 
founding of the local Elks lodge that 
night. 
A slight clue was furnished b y a Big 
Four railroad flagman, who said that 
ab out 7:30 that night he heard three 
shots fired in quick succession at a 
point ab out twm squares 
from the 
crossing w here he is stationed. A few 
seconds later he heard two more re­ 
ports from the same spot.

known to b e dead, prob ab ly others 
killed and their b odies w ashed away 
and elev en injured, is the record of a 
railroad wreck which occurred on the 
Rock Island road two miles east of 
this place, when a fast train on the 
Rock 
Island 
ran through 
an 
open 
b ridge 
into tw enty 
feet 
of 
raging 
water. 
The stream is at ordinary times 
simply a dry arroyo .with no water, 
with its b ed thirty feet b elow the lev el 
of the railroad b ridge. 
A trem endous 
rain fell and the ordinarily dry b ed 
was soon filled to the b rim with a wild 
torrent. 
The b ridge itself was quickly 
b roken up and carried away. 
While 
the storm raged a Rock Island pas­ 
senger train trav eling forty miles an 
hour rushed headlong into the gap and 
the forw ard end of the train took the 
plunge into the rav ine. 
The locomo­ 
tiv e, ten d er and b aggage car disap­ 
peared entirely under the w ater and 
the engineer, fireman, b aggagm an and 
conductor were all instantly killed.

donkey s, and 22 
goats 
—one cou ld hardly ex ­ 
p ect to find ev ery body 
in his p lace 
at 
the 
p rop er time for breaking grou nd; bu t, 
a t the same time, it cou ld hardly be 
ex p ected that ten men, who had ac­ 
tu ally receiv ed their 
bou nty -money , 
and had sworn fidelity , shou ld giv e 
one the slip the v ery first day . 
Su ch, 
howev er, was the case. 
Ten ou t of 
the 36 giv en by the su ltan ran away , 
becau se they feared that the white 
men, whom they believ ed to be canni­ 
bals, were only taking them into the 
Interior to eat them ; and one p agazi, 
m ore honest than the freed men, de­ 
p osited his p ay u p on the grou nd, and 
ran away too. 
Go we mu st, howev er, 
for one desertion is su re to lead to 
m ore; and go we did. 


OFF FOR T H E H UNT IN G GROUNDS. 


Ou r p rocession was in this fashion: 
The kirangozi, with a load 
on 
his 
shou lder, led the way , flag in hand, 
followed 
by 
the 
p agazis 
carry ing 
sp ears or bows and arrow s in their 
hands, and bearing their share of the 
baggage in the shap e either of bolster- 
shap ed loads of cloth and beads cov ­ 
ered with matting, each tied into the 
fork of a three-p ronged stick, or else 
coils of brass or cop p er wire tied in 
ev en weights to each end of sticks 
which they laid on the shou lder; then 
helter-skelter came 
the 
W angu ana, 
carry ing carbines in their hands, and 
box es, bu ndles, tents, cooking-p ots— 
all the miscellaneou s 
p rop erty 
on 
their heads; nex t the H ottentots, drag­ 
ging the refractory mu les laden with 
ammu nition-box es, bu t v ery lightly , to 
cav e the animals for the fu tu re; and, 
finally , Sheikh Said and the Baloch 
escort, while the boats, sick women 
and stragglers brou ght u p the rear. 
From first to last, som e of the sick 
H ottentots rode the hosp ital donkey s, 
allowing the negroes to tu g their ani­ 
m als; for the sm allest ailm ent threw 
them broadcast on their backs. 
On the sev enteenth of 
Nov ember, 
w e reached Inenge, at the foot of the 
Ru beho p ass. 
The cou ntry 
was

Thu s died my first 
rhinoceros. 


DESERT ED IN A CRISIS. 


To m ake the most of the night, as I 
wanted m eat for my men to cook, as 
well as a stock to carry with them, or 
barter with the v illagers for grain, I 
now retired to my old p osition, and 
waited again. 
After fou r hou rs had elap sed, two 
more rhinoceros ap p roached me in the 
sam e stealthy , fidgety way as the first 
one. 
They cam e ev en closer than the 
first, bu t, the moon hav ing p assed be­ 
y ond their meridian, I cou ld not ob­ 
tain so clear a mark. 
Still they w ere 
big marks, and I determ ined on doing 
my best before they "had tim e to wind 
u s; so, step p ing ou t, with the sheikh’s 
boy s behind me carry ing the second

All fell to 
work, arm ed with

ling u p to their knees in filth and 
blood in the middle of the carcass. 
W hen a tem p ting morsel fell to the 
p ossession of 
any one,

neighbor wou ld seize and bear off the 
fam ished that nothing bu t the contin- | p rl‘ze ln triu mp h. 
All right was now 
u al hu nt for elands, 
antelop es 
and 
other wild gam e kep t 
the 
carav an 
from starv ation. 
The forced m arches 
which we were comp elled to m ake at 
least carried u s more rap idly on ou r 
way . 
In three day s m ore we arriv ed 
at Ugogi. where there was little more 
food than in the m ou ntain region; the 
nativ es were already 
mix ing 
their 
email stores of grain with the seeds 
of the monkey bread-tree. 
W ater was 
so scarce in the wells th at we were 
obliged to p u rchase it a t 
the 
u su al 
p rice of beer; the cattle, sheep 
and 
fowls were both scarce and v ery ex ­ 
p ensiv e. 


KIL L IN G MY FIRST RHINOCEROS. 


Continu ing ou r march, at Kany eny e, 
two or three stations before entering 
on the “Fiery Field," I 
was 
lu cky 
enou gh to shoot a rhinoceros. 
Hav ing 
learned that they freq u ented a bitter 
p ool in the neighborhood, I set forth 
with the gu ide and two of the sheikh’s 
boy s, each carry ing a single rifle, and 
ensconced my self in the 
nu llah, 
to 
hide u ntil ou r ex p ected v isitors shou ld 
arriv e, and there remained u ntil m id­ 
night, 
W hen the hitherto noisy v il­ 
lagers tu rned Into bed, 
the 
silv ery 
moon shed her light on the desolate 
scene, and the Mgogo gu ide, 
taking 
fright, bolted. 
He bad not, howev er, 
gone long, when, looming abov e u s, 
coming ov er the horizon line, was the 
v ery animal we wanted. 
In a fidgety manner, the beast then

In a little while I shot 
two cows, and wou nded a large bu ll, 
which, howev er, got away and hid in 
the bu shes. 
W hen I ap p roached 
the 
p lace, he sp rang ou t of his am bu sh 
and m ade a su dden and fu riou s charge 
u p on the hu nter. 
It was a m ost ridicu lou s scene. Su li- 
man by my side, with the instinct of 
a monkey , m ade a v iolent sp ring and 
swu ng him self by a bou gh im m ediate­ 
ly ov er the beast, while F araj bolted 
away and left me single-gu nned to 
p olish him off.

As 1 p assed throu gh the camp , 
the men wou ld q u ietly ex claim: ‘Wah 
Iilahi H a w aga!’ (My Gq d M aster.) To 
which 1 simp ly rep lied: ’Robine fe !' 
(T here is a God.) 
From th at m om ent 
1 observ ed an ex traordinary change 
in the m anner of both my p eop le and 
those of Ibrahim, all of whom now 
p aid u s the greatest resp ect." 


Some little time before this, B aker 
p articip ated in a v ery ex citing hip p o­ 
p otam u s h u nt condu cted by the na­ 
tiv es. 
A herd was 
fou nd 
enjoy ing 
them selv es in the 
w ater,

negroes at once p roceeded to attack 
it. 
Two of them swim m ing ou t to the 
herd u np erceiv ed, as closely as p os­ 
sible, hu rled their harp oons a t the 
anim als. 
One missed, bu t t i e other 
became deep ly imbedded in toe ilesh 
of a large bu ll. 
W ith some difficu lty , 
on accou nt of the frantic stru ggles of 
the beast, the other blacks

p arty su cceeded in attaching a strong 
rop e to the float, which is alway s con­ 
nected with the harp oon in this kind 
of hu nting, and p roceeded to drag him 
to the shore. 
It was a trem endou s 
p u ll, and when tney had brou ght him 
to shallow w ater he su ddenly changed 
his tactics and ru shed on shore at the 
men.

[Norwich corporation’s 
giant 
rubbish

shore opposite Postwick. 
It is not 
sewage of course, but just refuse of va­ 
rious kinds -everything found in the 
town’s dust bin». 


“ The rubbish tip being across the 
stream, is not in my district, but the 
deplorable state of Poetwick is very 
much iny affair. 
“ Many villagers had not connected 
the files with tho smells of the rub­ 
bish heap till this week, but it is quite 
obvious jo me as a medical man that 
the dust from dwellings and offices 
contains myriads of eggs o€ house fiies 
which hatch out in that hotbed.

DECISION OF INTEREST HERE 


Providence, R. I., Sept. 24.—General 
' Charles R. Brayton, a member of the 
Republican 
national committee 
and 
“ boss” of Rhode Island, is dead at the 
age of seventy years. 
General Brayton, the blind boss of 
Rhode Island for the last thirty years, 
was credited with a control of political 
affairs in the small state that made the 
power of Quay, Platt and all the rest 
of the classical bosges seem a minor 
Influence. 
For years he sat at his own 
desk in the office of the sheriff of Prov­ 
idence county in the state house and 
just across the corridor from the sen­ 
ate chamber and summoned legislators 
and gave orders with but meager re­ 
sulting complaint and no successful 
opposition. 
General Braytcn himself never held 
important political office. 
In 1874 he: 
was made postmaster at Providence 
and continued in that office until 1880. 
From the time when he left the post- 
mastership to the hour of his death he 
did not relax his grip on the state’s 
affairs. 
The state house, costing $3,- 
000,000, was opened some eight years 
ago. 
General Brayton is said to have 
seen to it that the sheriff's office in 
the building was placed where it would 
be most convenient for his own lobby­ 
ing. 
The desk and chair which he oc­ 
cupied were bought by the state.
